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^Secret' Reports Cite High Wages, Poor Work Attitude 


Businesses Want To Quit Michigan 


LANSING, Mich. (AP)~ Three sccrcl reports prepared for 


the slate's top officials indicated many businessmen in 
Michigan are reluctant to expand their operations and would 
rat her locate their plants elsewhere — preferably in-the South 
— if they could start over again. 


Copies of the reports have been obtained by Ihc Booth 


Newspapers' Lansing bureau. The reports, according to 
Booth's Lansing newsmen, reveal that high wages and liberal 
social-labor laws are casting shadows over Michigan's 


economic climate. 


The three reports were compiled last year and labeled not 


for publication or public discussion.

The major report was compiled by the Research Division of 
ic Office of Economic l-'xpansion, under Hie Stale Dcpart- 


..ient of Commerce. Executives of 34 diversified manufac- 
luring plants were interviewed. 


Thirty-oncof the f>4 firms indicated they would not expand in 


Michigan again. Twenty-nine executives declared they would 


not locale in Michigan again if they had the chance to start 
over. 


However. 23 said they would expand and lii said they would 


locale plants in Ihe stale. 


The second report was compiled by the Institute for Social 


Research at (he University of Michigan. II revealed industry in 
Michigan is looking toward me Soulh as a place to relocate or 
expand. The survey focused on employers exclusive of the auto 
industry in three major cities —- Detroit, Chicago and Atlanta. 


Detroit-based industries complained about high wages they 


had to pay. They ranked Ihe "quality of life" in their com- 
munity as pour.Various Detroit and Chicago firms said Ihey 
would go South. 


Thirty-eight per cent of Ihe Detroit res|x)ndcnts said the> 


would locate in Detroit again. Fifty-four per cent of Chicago 
management gave their city a favorable nod. And 61 per cent

Unwanted Fizz In 
Lincoln's Water 


The old adage that it is bad form to bite 


the hand that feeds one, to the contrary, 
we feel Reuben Newman, the real estate 
man who advertises substantially in this 
newspaper, is leading several thousand 
Lincoln Township residents down a 
primrose path. 


He is spearheading a campaign to 


scuttle a Township Board decision 
creating a special assessment district to 
finance the cost of bringing city water into 
the assessment area. 


Though he banners the move as the 


democratic manner for people to decide if 
they should lax themselves, Newman is 
hoping the prevailing anti-tax mood will 
kill a vital improvement. 


If the assessment is knocked down, he 


will 
gain 
a 
substantial 
saving 
in 


developing more subdivisions throughout 
the Township. 


The cost to the property owner seems 


high. 


The assessment can be paid in an $800 


lump sum or spread over 15 years at 6 per 
cent interest which, if taken, more than 
doubles the initial charge. Additionally 
there is another $200 as a hookup fee if the 
owner decides to tie in to the system. His 
usage charge for the water then becomes 
!'•> times what a St. Joseph city resident 
pays. 


There are some counterbalancing 


economics for the property owner. His 
fire insurance rate will drop and he can 
cancel his water softener contract. 


While it would take a long time for (he 


saving on insurance and water softening 
to balance up the installation cost, the 
owner receives an intangible benefit 
which Newman's money argument art- 
fully obscures. 


Although the experience varies from 


street to street and even from house to 
house, the area's underground water 
supply is both instable and potentially 
dangerous. 


Having lived for 32 years a few miles 


north from Benton Harbor, we can speak 
with som,e familiarity on the cost of 
sinking a new well to replace a dry hole, 
the expense of new pumps and replacing 
plugged up intake points, and the repair 
bills for breakdowns. 


Beyond that pocketbook drain, there is 


the constant worry as to when the con- 
founded system will next give out. 


The only edge we enjoy over Lincoln's 


suburbanites is the well's freedom from 
the pollution hazard of our dry well 
sewage disposal system. 


We have elbow room in terms 
of 


acreage to separate the well and the dry 
well from one another and from those of 
the neighbors. 


What resident in a Lincoln subdivision 


has that protection? 


What new owner in the next subdivision 


to be laid out by Newman and other real 
estate developers will 
have 
that 


safeguard? 


Supervisor Ernie Hauch and his Town 


Board members are having their ears 
mauled as trying to ramrod through a 
proposition which according to Newman's 
concept of democracy should be left to a 
majority vote to initiate and to put into 
effect. 


Realistically, how many occasions can 


the reader recall when the public spon- 
taneously marched over to the Town Hall 
or to Lansing or to Washington to say we 
are taxing ourselves to support the 
government, build a new schoolbouse or 
lay down a new road, or to'install an 
improvement involving anything beyond 
paving a block or two of a dusty side 
street? 


Somebody has to get the ball rolling, 


somebody who looks beyond the trees to 
see the forest. 


There is probably little doubt that 


Newman has stirred up the requisite 20 
per cent of the property owners whose 
petitions will sidetrack the Town Board's 
self imposed assessment district. 


It will be difficult, most likely, im- 


possible for a long time to revive the plan 
on a petition from 51 per cent of the 
owners. 


It will be unless those flocking to 


Newman's siren call have second 
thoughts on where his scheme will leave 
them or unless the other owners decide 
the time is overdue to get out of the 
waterlogged situation Newman wants to 
continue. 


Playing The Averages 


There is a popular game among Wall 


Streeters and those who would like to be 
which might be called, "When Will the 
Dow-Jones reach.. .?" The purpose is to 
fill in the blank space with an appropriate 
number. 


For the uninitiated, the Dow-Jones is 


the most widely used index of stock 
prices, based on the average prices of the 
common stocks of leading industrial 
corporations. 


A highly stylized ritual must be followed 


in playing the game. The figure to be 
inserted is always the next highest ap- 
pealingly round number. For more than a 
month the market has floated above 1,000. 
Obviously, the question is, "when will the 
D-J reach 1,100?" Those who think the 
market will fall play the game in reverse, 
"When will the D-J drop to 1,000?" 


Some practitioners attach particular 


[fttency to these numbers. They are said 
to represent "barriers against further 
rise or further drop," whichever the case 
may be. Experience has shown, however, 
that the mystic power attributed to the D- 
J is not really there. 


Since the index dropped to a depression 


low of 41 in the early 1930s, it has broken 
through a great many barriers, some of 
thorn several times, as the market un-

Investors, while they may momentarily 


have bowed in the direction of the 
averages, have apparently made their 
decisions on the basis of economic con- 
ditions or the merits of individual stocks, 
as evidenced by another Wall Street ar- 
ticle of faith, 
"You 
can't buy 
the 


averages." 


With stock splits and market changes, 


the entries in the averages have been 
weighted out of all proportion to the total 
market. 


There is strong sentiment in the 


financial 
community 
to 
consider 


revamping of the various stock indexes to 
make them more adequately describe the 
true situation. 


With modern computers, such an index 


is relatively simple to establish and 
maintain. Once programmed, the 
com- 


putation 
would 
be 
performed 


automatically by electronic machines 
with no significant loss of ease and 
rapidity. 


With the nation's economy increasingly 


dependent on accurate statistics for its 
operation, more meaningful stock indexes 
would serve a broader purpose than 
guiding investors in the stock market. 


Badly Needed 


Convenience 
and 
financial 
con- 


sideration are not the only factors which 
determine where physicians establish 
their practices. Professional people, no 
less lhan businessmen, are driven out of 
high crime areas. 


Doctors are prime targets in these 


sectors because they are presumed to 
have what criminals want most, money 
and drugs. 


The American Medical Association has 


taken note of this fact by calling for action 
by Ihe profession and the community to 
help provide medical care in urban 
ghettoes "where the physical safety of the 
physician is in jeopardy." 


It is a plea which could be made in 


behalf of many services which have 
disappeared from high crime districts. 
None is as badly needed as the services of 
a doctor.

In the Benton Harbor case 


the Fact-Finder recommended 
an increase of 1.5 per cent, far 
below Ihe cost of living rise of 
3.G4 per cenl. Then because of 
Ihe Board's recalcitrance and 
Ihe teachers' desire to "keep 
the kids in school", the average 
leacher got a whopping in- 
crease of .81 per day for the S7 
days remaining in the school 
year (after 15 monlhs of crisis 
negotiations). That came to 
$29.97 each or an increase of 
.0:!9 per cent. 


In the past four years (1968-09 


lo 1971-72) theopcraling budget 
for Benton Harbor Schools has 
increased some 28.60 per cent- 
while the cost of teachers' 
salaries and fringe benefits 
have Increased only 17.97 per 
cent. During this same period 
the teachers' portion of Ihe 
operating expenditure dropped 
6.38 per cent from 04.71 per cent 
in 19G8-69 lo 56.33 per cent in 
1971-72. and the Board's fund 
equity.rose from $741,741 lo 
$887,121 for an increase of 16.39 
per cenl.

teachers for all of the tax- 
payers' woes.

Unable to escape downward 
because of the frozen soil 
deeper in the roadbed, the 
water created mud under the 
pavement. 
Traffic 
broke 


through (he pavement 
and 


destroyed it in the wettest 
stretches along the roads. 


Subdivisions where home 


construction is underway were 
particularly hard hit, ac- 
cording to Calvin. He said 
trucks hauling building sup- 
plies into the construction sites 
were especially hard on the 
pavements. Calvin said his 
office appealed to contractors 
to delay such shipments until 
the roadbeds re-freeze. 


Much of the pavement 


damage occurred in a three- 
day period last week. 


Unpaved roads were turned 


into quagmires by the thaw.' 
Calvin said the road com- 
mission blocked off a number 
of such roads to keep through 
traffic away and save them as 
much as possible for limited 
use of the residents. 


If a heavy snowfall should hit 


now while the pavements are 
still soft, it could result in 
additional damage when the 
heavy snowplow trucks moved 
onto (hese roads to remove 
snow.
